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CLAIMS:

receiving color images from source clients via a computer network; 
communicating the color images to (Jbstination clients via the computer network; 

and 

modifying the color images based o|i the colorimetric responses of display 
devices associated with the source clients. 



10 2. The method of claim 1 , further comprising modifying the color images 

based on the colorimetric responses of display devices associated with the destination 
clients. 



3 . The method of claim 1 , further comprising modifying the color images at 
1 5 a network server, wherein the network server includes a web server, and the images are 

accessible via a web site served by the web server. 



4. The method of claim 1 J further comprising modifying the color images at 
a network server before communication of the color images to the destination clients.

7. The method of claim 1 , further comprising characterizing the 
colorimetric responses of the displly devices by delivering a series of web pages to the 
30 client that guide the clients through a color profiling process.

generating web cookies for the clienjfs containing information representing the

9. The method of claim 8,/wherein the network server modifies the color 
images based on the contents of the web cookie.

23. The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein the code causes the 
processor to guide the client through tlie color profihng process by delivering a series of 
web pages to the client. 



24. The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein the color profiling 
process includes estimating a gaimna for each of the display devices. 



25. The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein the code causes the 
processor to: / 

guide the clients through the color profiling process by delivering a series of 
web pages to the clients; j 

generate web cookies for the clients containing information representing the 
results of the color profiling process; and 

transmit the web cookies to a network server for use in the modification of the 
color images. / 



26. The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein the code causes the 
processor to control a/network server that modifies the color images based on the 
contents of the web cookie.
